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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-11, 19-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Rosenfeld (#6,821,270). 
Rosenfeld shows an absorbent article comprising an absorbent body 12, which is less 
than 5 mm in thickness (col 2 lines 67+ which are enclosed between top sheet 14 and 
back sheet 18. The top sheet is liquid permeable (col 4 lines 25+) and back sheet is 
liquid impermeable (col 4 lines 39+). Rosenfeld shows the article having a longitudinal 
axis, a wide anterior end 95 and opposite posterior end 93 connected by side margins 
as well as tabs 24 which are centrally located with the side margin. The tabs have one 
attachment element associated with it as well as shown in figure 3. The attachment 
element comprises adhesive means 36 with a release liner 38. Rosenfeld shows the 
top and back sheet being attached at seam 39, which extends completely around the 
periphery. Regarding the product by process claims, the examiner notes that even 
though product-by-process claims are limited by a defined by the process, 
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determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a 
product does not depend on its method of production. See MPEP 21 13. 
3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Drevik (#654) shows a similar type pad as claimed.
